Time, money and hard work art 

needed to put the railway tystems 
of the United States in condition 

to handle the ever-increasing vol- 
ume of traffic, and when the 

American peOple understand what 
is being done and what the diffi 
cultiea are. they will not expect 

the impossible. When the ■Itua- 
t ion is thoroughly understood. In- 
telligent self-interest will lead com- 
munities to advocate fair treat- 
ment for railways, for they will 
realize that thoroughly ellicient 

transportation service can only be 
afforded by a prosperous railway, 
and that if the road is crippled, 
their own prosperity will surel.v 
deeline." 

Mr. Pinlej rev iewed the growth 

of Chattanooga, pointing out the 

important part played by trans- 
portation facilities in the develop- 
ment of the city and directing at- 
tention to the advantages that will 
result from improvement* now 

being made by the Southern Rail

said:

If this discussion 
leads to a hotter understanding of

much good. The phenomenal 
prosperity of the country has 

taxed ii- transportation facilities 

to the Utmost and has brought 

railway managers face to face with 
problems of unprecedented magni- 
tude, to the solution of which they 
devoting all tlieir energies. 
e those w ho believe that

"The wisest public policy lies in 
the encouragement and develop- 
ment of transportation facilities, 
both rail and water, and any pol- 
icy which has the effect of Impair- 
ing *h« effectiveness of transporta- 
thii facilities, either rail or water, 
ll economically unsound and must 
neceaarrily interfere with the com- 
mercial progress of the country. 

"Daring the agitation which 

preceded the enactment of the 
Hepburn railroad rate law there 
was a great deal said about freight 
rales, hut in the debates in Con- 
gress and in the long hearings he- 
fore the committees of the two 
houses, where complaints were in 
vited, only a very few specitic 
rates were alleged to he unreason- 
ably high. It is a fact, a.s you all 
know, that freight rates in the 
United States are the lowest in the 
world. They have been said to be 
"'at once the wonder and despair 
of European railway managers. 
Even the few rates that are from 

time to time complained of 

being unreasonable by comparison 
with other rates in the United 
States are wonderfully low when 
compared with the rates on similar 
commodities in other countries. 
When compared with the valuesof 
the articles transported, American 

rates are almost Inappreciable. 

A reduction of their average level 
a small fraction of a cent per ton a 
mile would be go inconsiderable in 
comparison with the value of any 
commodity shipped, that it would 

not materially benefit either the 

shipper or consumer, while it 
would be disastrous to the rail- 
road, which can only pay its oper- 
ating expenses, taxes, and Rxed 
charges and earn reasonable praflta 
for it* stockholders by .selling 

transportation. 

"The fact is that the cost of 
transportation i- an exceedingly 
small factoi- in the cost of supplies 

to the public." 
As illustrating the truth of this, 

Mr. Finle.v gave examples of the 

ratio which freight rates bear to 

the values of important articles of 

commerce. The figures he give 
showed that, even if the entire 

freight Charge* OO these articles! 
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consumer would receive little or 
no benefit, and that a reduction 
large enough to he of any benefit 

whatever p. thai jobber would he 
disastrous to the carrier."' lie 
pointed out that freight charges 00 
articles produced and manufactur- 
ed in the South add very little to 
the cost of production and are 
low a.s to enable these commodities 
to compete successfully with the 
products of other localities in 
widely separated markets, not only 
in the United States, but in for- 
eign countries, , He said: 

"Notwithstanding the low pas- 
senger and freight charges on 
American railways and the degree 
of (iovei mental supervision now 

provided for, the tendency of the 

limes is toward still more stringent 
laws for the regulation of trans- 
portation by rail, but business 
men and those responsible for leg- 
islation should consider whether 
there is not danger that this form 
of legislation will be carried too 
far. Leaving aside the socialistic 
character of many of the proposed 
laws it is worth while to consider 
whether some of the propc 
laws would not be injurious to 
business interests generally, ai 

well as to the railroads. Form- 
stance, the most pressing need oi 
farmers, manufacturers and busi- 
ness men of all kinds at the pres- 
ent time is additional transporta- 
tion facilities, permitting the mon 
prompt and regular movement of 
freight and passengers. Millions 

Of dollars are needed to provide 
additional tracks, new equipment 
and other betterments and im- 
provements, Railway wages and 
the prices of practically everything 

that a railway must buy are at 
their highest level, with the ten- 
dency still upward, and .vet meas- 
ures are pending in some of the 

Legislatures that would seriously 

impair railway earnings. The 
money that is needed for better- 
ments gnd extensions can be ob- 
tained only from net income or 
from the proceeds of new capital 
securities. Net income, even if it 
hail not been impaired alread.v by 

the increased expenses of opera- 
tion and maintenance, would be 
utterly inadequate to supply all 
the funds Imperatively required, 

and the sale of new capital securi- 
ties must be resorted to. Mow are 

they to be Mild if the credit of the 

Railroad through legislative ten- 
dencies or otherwise is impaired | 

"The only product that a rail- 
road has for sale is transportation, 

.f the few products 
of which is not fixed by 
f supply and demand. If 



vantages, including geographical 

location and the initiative and en- 
terprise Of its inhabitants. Many 
of the cities in the Southern States 
were trade centers before the days 
of railroads. The railroads simply 
accepted the situation as they 
found it and adjusted their busi- 
ness to existing and controlling 
t rade conditions. Subsequent de- 
velopment has been brought about 
by the operation, under modern 
transportation conditions, of the 

same laws of trade that controlled 
the early growth of these cities. 

The natural trade centers of the 
South are here, and I think it can 
be demonstrated that it is to the 
interest of the Booth that they 
should remain, and that to attempt 
to arrest (heir growth would be 
disastrous, not only to the cities 
directly affected, but to the entire 
South. Any arbitrary system of 
rate making by which it is at- 
tempted to stop the growth of 
trade centers must necessarily be 
based on approximately uniform 
mileage rates; and/ mileage rates, 
in addition tb' giving producers 
near great consuming markets and 
near the seaports incalculable ad- 
vantages over those in the interior. 
Would also tend to push back the 
( enters of distribution toward the 
sea-coast and lake cities and 
toward a few great manufacturing 
points.
